per cent in 1900 to 00.4 in 1910 and 
from there to 04.3 in 1920. 
It would be hard to deny the fact 
that the growth of industrial and com­ 
mercial centers has contributed much 
to the wealth of the people of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
An increase of population 
in the state, however, should logically 
require increased activity from the 
farm areas. 
This has been far from 
the case, and if prosperity for the peo­ 
ple of the 
tate is looked for, some 
check must be made upon th** alarm ­ 
ing extent of farm decay. 
The causes that underlie the modem 
exodus from rural communities to the 
tinsel and glitter of jazz-crazed cities 
arc to be plainly seen on every hand 
in tho drab and unpainted houses, and 
in the dull and unsanitary conditions 
that surround them. Isolation is forc­ 
ed upon whole communities and dis­ 
tricts by poor and inadequate roads, 
schools and churches, all of which are 
necessary concomitants of community 
life. 
Adams county may count itself ex­ 
tremely fortunate in the possession of 
an interminable network of good roads 
which weave through, and connect and 
interconnect almost every section of 
the county. 
Its schools and church­ 
es, too, are in a much more flourish­ 
ing and up-to-date condition than in 
many parts of the state where the ap­ 
parently unessential feature of good 
roads ia lacking.
